2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to suggest the claimed method of making a multi-well test plate for 
assaying liquid samples. 

As noted in Applicant's arguments filed on 8/29/05 Turner teaches an adhesive 
almost an order of magnitude greater than the claimed adhesive thickness (page 8) and 
Turner teaches the need for a relatively thick adhesive layer and teaches away from an 
adhesive layer of the claimed thickness (page 12).
